hall, restraining such a transaction. 


The taxpayers ot Whitehall declare that the municipal plant is operated at 


present at a loss annually, which has to be paid by' the tax-paying, public,- 'that 
Whitehall itself is not sufficiently lighted and that petitions for additional lighting 
have been rejected on the ground that the plant is taxed to its capacity. ' : 


So here again we see how a community sometimes has to take its own serv- 


ants by the throat and force them to do right.

The prices for'street lighting and com- 
mercial service are the same as in Springfield and practically the same service is 
given in both cities. 


The dissatisfaction in West Springfield, as we learn from the papers, has 


resulted principally from the inability of prospective patrons to OBTAIN SERV- 
ICE.

The fault has not been with the company," BUT WITH THE 'CITY, 'which 


is -slow in extending lines to connect with new business. The company has fre- 
quently had forces of solicitors workng in .Springfield and has put forth the 
usual efforts to secure new business, the effectiveness of the work being greatly 
lessened, however, by the DILATORY POLICY of the City. Commencingon the 
situation the Electrical World says: 


_ "Under municipal or semi-municipal ownership the wants of the in- 


dividual tend to be overlooked, as they are not in -a private enterprise, 
and the municipality rarely, if ever, keeps abreast of the times, but in- 
stead runs' along behind the best practice and most effective initiative. 
Corporate ownership anticipates these wants where there is a chance of 
obtaining a new customer. Taken altogether, the plan has not been a 
salutary_ one for West Springfield. It has deprived the people of the use 
ot electricity to the extent desired, and with only a partial control, as the 
local government has never .had a department to look after the service 
The situation as a whole illustrates.the advantage of single control and 
,it is probable that at some future time a readjustment will be made more 
in harmony with the best interests of the Company and its patrons in this 
community."

Selecting an overhanging bough about six yards 


'rom the -water's edge the Indian stripped off -its 
leaves and suspended from the fork the squealing pig. 
That was the -bait for the eyes and Icars of the alli- 
gator. 


Opening the box, he used its offensive contents to 


grease a string, one end of which he tied to a bush, 
and, weighting the other with a piece of wood, threw 
it into the river. That was the nose bait 


Between the thicket and the water's edge was a 


long sand dam, capped with a'row of gnarled logs. 
Taking the chunks of meat, he placed them at equal 
intervals between the beach and the ridge of the 
dam. "This is my grub bait," said the Indian. "It 
will make him mount the barreea" (barricade). 


Stimulating the pig: with.a kick that caused it to 


squeal for the next ten minutes, the Indian waited in 
ambush, harpoon in hand. One end of a long lariat 
was fastened to It and the other to a tough elastic 
sapling. The sun had set and it was growing dark 
when a dark object was seen to rise slowly from the 
water and crawl up the dam.

Three 
more blows and the alligator had paid his debt. 


HOW COMETS' TAILS ARE FORMED. 


I 


T has long been known that the tails of comets 
consist of fine particles driven off from them as they 
approach the sun, but the nature of the force with 


which they are repelled has only recently been dis- 
covered. It was at first suspected that the force was 
electric, but it is now fairly certain that it is nothing 
more nor less than pressure exerted by the sun's rays. 


That light exerts a pressure was first discovered 


mathematically, but the delicate instruments invented 
by Lebedav, a Russian experimenter, soon showed 
that these calculations were correct, This pressure, 
long unsuspected, is almost vanishingly small. How, 
then, is-it able to overcome the force of gravltiition 
and send the comet's particles spinning away from 
the sun Instead of toward it? This is easily explained 
if we remember that pressure is exerted only on the 
•outer surface of ft body, whereas Its weight depends 
on Its entire mass. 


When a body is reduced in size the m.nss diminishes 


tnuch faster 'than the surface. For instance, if we 
have two similar apples, one of which te-half as thick 
as the other, the smaller will have one-fourth the sur- 
face of the larger but only, one-eighth the weight 
Hence, the smaller the body the nearer the pressure 


on the surface will come to balancing the weight, and 
the particles in comet's tails arc so very small that 
the light pressure overbalances the gravitation tow- 
ard the sun, aud hence drives the thin, vaporous sub- 
stance away. 


la the latest comet, the Morehouse, which was 


visible recently, the tail underwent n curious series of 
changes, which is not an unusual thing. These are 
far from being fully explained, but it is supposed 
that the tails may be composed of particles of differ- 
ent sizes, which are thus repelled with different ve- 
locities, forming branches in different directions. 


HAS SATURN A NEW RING? 


T 


HAT the planet Saturn has developed a new ring 
outside all the others has been announced by a 
few astronomers who have been fortunate 


enough to sec it. Others have tried and failed, so that 
it is sUll doubtful whether the new ring really exists 
or is an optical illusion of some sort. 


It wns first announced last year that a kind of dusty 


or misty effect had made its appe.irance outside the 
recognized Snturni.in rings, and it was proposed to 
call this the "misty ring," but the single observation 
ot it was confirmed by no one. Now n German as- 
tronomer. Schaer. announces a clearly distinmiishaWe 
exterior ring divisible into two brownish or yellow- 
ish bands. A similar ring formed within the others 
some time ago. and it is generally supposed that the 
ring syst.em of Saturn is quite unstable. 


The apparently solid rings are really swarms of 


small satellites, and these are constantly jostling 
against one another and forming new orbits. The for- 
mation of new rings from time to time Is thus very 
probable. 
The system has doubtless gone through 


many changes, but these have been revealed to us only 
since the planet h.is been systematically observed 
through powerful telescopes.

was easier than watching the faces in the port holes. 
I saw one man scribble a note to his wife, hand it

"It was that that made it easy to go anywhere and 


do anything and when we heard that thirty men had 
locked themselves in the shaft tunnel—'way down— 
why we went after 'em—and got 'em, all but two, 
and only six dead." 


"Went after 'era and got 'em!" They're doing just 


that every day—to-day, most likely, somewhere in 
this great city—no names mentioned, either, unless, 
perchance "it gets down on the books." And when 
you get to know just what they do and how they do 
it, and the simple, great nobility of them, you feel just 
a bit finer yourself for saying what your hearts can't 
bold down:—"God bless—and save the firemen!" 


MODERN EXPRESS ELEVATORS. 


T 


HE actual mileage of elevator travel in lower 
Manhattan is considerably greater than that of 
the surface and subway lines of transportation 


in the same general section. In other words, there is 
much more travel in a vertical than In a horizontal 
direction. This curious contrast is to be found no- 
where else in the world. In every one of the hun- 
dreds of office buildings of the downtown section 
there arc one.or more fast elevators; in most of them 
there are batteries of. half a dozen or more cars. 


The speed of the express elevator compares very 


favorable with the speed of surface travel. The ex- 
press elevators in the Singer tower, for example, 
mnke the run from top to bottom, forty-one stories, 
in less than sixty seconds. Most elevators in modern 
office buildings travel as rapidly for shorter flights. 
This means an actual rate of a mile-in a fraction 
more than six minutes, or nearly ten miles nn hoar 
in a vertical direction

vord "life" is a notable one in John's 
writings. It summarizes his concep- 
ion ot Christ's mission 
and is a 


synonym tor salvation. "In Him w: s 
.ife; 
and the life was the light ot 


inen." "I am the bread of life." "Ex- 
jept ye eat tie flesh ot the Son of 
man, and drink his blood, ye have no 
Ife in you." "I am tho resurrection 
and the life." 
"This is life eternal, 


that they may know Thee, the only 
.ruo God, a'ud Jesus Christ, whom 
.hou hast sent." "These things are 
written that ye 
may 
believe that 


Jesus is the Son of God, and that, be- 
loving, yo may have Ufe in his name." 
So. tco, in John's Epistles the same 
word is prominent. "He that hath the 
Son hath life, and he tluit hath not 
the Son of God liath r.ot life." And in 
the Apocalypse there are the "crown 
of life," "t"iic river of Ufe" and the 
water of life" in Inexhaustible quan- 
tities for all who are thirsty. 


V/hat the Message Means. 


The first natural Inlerenco is that 


the life is Christ's special provision, 
not to be had apart from him. He is 
the holder 
and distributor' of life 


abundant and eternal. 
It is not a 


function which he exercises in com- 
mon with others. It is his alone. He 
is contrasting himself in these verses 
with others who ass-.:ne the leader- 
ship of men, in which contrasts they 
appear as dangerous and he as gra- 
cious. Othm-s :.omo to steal, kill, do 
stray; ho comes to make alive. But 
if wo study tho message closely and 
the figures used in it, we will find 
that he is not merely superior in his 
ministry, but also solitary. Ho is the 
door without whom the sheep cannot 
flnd their way into '.he shelter and fel- 
lowship of tl e fold. He is the Shep- 
herd, without whom they can have 
neither' guidance 
nor pasture. 
So, 


too, he has come that men may have 
lite that is life indeed—life spiritual, 
blessed, 
bountiful, divine—and 
this 


glorious life is not. to be bad'apart 
from him. That is a sweeping and 
astounding claim, but it constitutes a 
gospel. To deny the claim is to de- 
stroy the gospel. When men explain 
tho recorded' and significant facts of 
this mighty life so as to cause tho 
facts to disappear; when his corning 
is regarded not LS a deliberate incar- 
nation, with a gift of mercy for men; 
his ministry not as the movement of 
the accredited representative of God, 
but as the enthusiasm ot a simple, de- 
voted man; his Jeath not as a cn'os- 
en sacrifice for the salvation'of men, 
but as murder or martyrdom; his res- 
urrection not 
as 
veritable history, 


but as the fancy of excited disciples, 


structlve program. Men have talked' 
as though he came to destroy -wealth, 
or at least to prevent man's posses- 
sion of It, as though poverty were the 
only condition he could endorse. They 
have denied that he hud any sym- 
pathy with art beauty and have de- 
stroyed the creations of chisel aiid 
brush, as though the artistic impulse 
were sinful. 
They have denied the 


value of wide knowledge and put their 
interdict, in Christ's name, upon in- 
tellectual activity. But this kind of 
interpretation, of which we have too 
many specimens In Christian history, 
is a denial of Christ's whole spirit 
and policy. Neither poverty, nor ig- 
norance, nor 'ugliness, are Christian 
virtues.' He was poor, but his poverty j 
was a part of the limitation he en- 
dured at the bidding ot love. 


Three Mighty Forces. 


He had rich friends. He did, to bo 


sure, tell one eager soul, who was in 
the grip of greed, to soil all that he 
had and give to the poor, but ho did 
not tell all his wealthy lovers to do 
that; not the nobleman who believed 
In him, nor the centurion who built 
a synagogue, nor Lazarus, nor Joseph 
of 
Arimathea, whoso mausoleum 


sheltered his broken body. And we 
may be just as sure that ho had no 
wish to tauo the perception of the 
love ot beauty out of mans soul or the 
expression of it out of man's life. He 
who saw the beautiful things hidden 
away' in the secret life of Nathanaci 


xand -in the woman who was content to 
be called a dog if she could only get 
some crumbs of blessing for her sick 
child, and in Mary of Bethany and the 
centurion of Capernaum—he assured- 
ly was never blind to material beauty; 
and not only the fragile lilies of the 
field and the architectural splendors 
of the temple, but all things beautiful 
brought light to his eye and response 
from his soul. 


The fact is, he came to destroy 


nothing but sin. Enlargement, not 
reduction, is his policy. Not miserly 
but royal, is his spirit. There is no 
caution in his temper in this matter. 
Limitations are flung to tho winds. 
"I am 'come that the;- may have life 
abundantly." Not life enough to keep 
a soul from extinction, but a life sur 
plus larger than the original capital 
Take the abounding life of our mod' 
ern western world, in all its worthy 
splendid expressions; how much o; 
it is the gift of Jesus? 
All of it, say 


some careful historical students. A 
Scotch writsr declares that the three 
great forces which have made west- 
ern civilization are the Incarnation, 
the Crucifixion and the Resurrection 
of Christ. There is no explanation of 
our abundant life more logical than 
that and none so plausible. And what 
Jesus is doing historically for tho race 
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measure to keep us from death Is not 
attractive to us if we are normal. 
Rather abounding life, robust health, 
overflowing energy, which makes toll 
a pastime and mere breathing a 
pleasure; life in sucli measure as 
makes one say. 


How good is man's life, the mero living! 


how fit to employ 


All the h«irt and all the soul and the 


senses forever in Joy! 


Overflowing physical lite wo covet. 


So, too, in financial lite. We are not 
conteut with money enough to koep 
us from the poor house. We want at 
least enough to keep us from anxiety 
about the 
supply of life's 
needs 


2nough of a surplus to enable us to 
hink of other things beside hunger 
jud cold- '.hut Is a modest ambition. 
And in Intellectual life, rufflcient in- 
formation and mental training to save 
us from the suspicion of imbecility is 
not what we covet. Some slight intel- 
ectual surplus we count necessary to 
the comfort and zest of living. Like- 
wise, In the life of tho Spirit we are 
not called upon to bo content with 
just enough life to save us from spirit- 
ual extinction. Vet, alas! how often 
It Is true that souls care for nothing 
more! 
Religious forms out of which 


heart has gone, religious beliefs out' 
of which vital meaning has dropped, 
religious hopes which 1 avo lost all 
power to thrill, a bit of ancient ex- 
perience which has become a dim 
memory, a 
habit 
of 
prayer or of 


church attendance which has become 
mechanical—these 
represent 
tho 


scanty life of multitudes of the pro- 
fessed followers of Jesus Christ. Yet
